“The steamboat inspection service, 
which has for its prime duty the car- 
ing for the safety of passengers on 
our rivers, lakes, and harbors and 
sea, will be kept free from all ques- 
tions of partisan politics. It is not and 
cannot be a political service. It is a 
human one. It has under its care 
women and children, under conditions 
in which they are helpless to care for 
themselves. 

“Honor does not permit entering 
this service under considerations save 
those of loyal, faithful, firm, strong 
and kindly enforcement of the lw 
provided for the safety of the people. 
Everything that can be dong to in- 
crease the efficiency of this service will 
be done. Nothing that seems likely 
to decrease its efficiency, to open the 
door to pressure or temptation or to 
weaken the safeguards thrown around 
the innocent by law, will be willingly 
permitted. 

While applauding the pledges of the 
Secretary in regard to the steamboat 
inspection service, his political oppon- 
ents express their gratitude to him for 
drawing a picture of other branches 
of the administration which have been 
turned over to the spofismen.

A WITTY MORO. 


An Instance When Capt. Morris 
Was Teaching the Head Hunters 
to Play Baseball. 

{San Francisco Chronicie:] Capt 
1John E. Morris of the Sixth Infantry 
has, theoretically, died 1000 deaths 
for his country in the Philippines, 
mostly battling madly against Moros, 
and as a reward of merit he now 
ia living a peaceful life ‘at the 
Presidio of San Franciseo, temporar- 
ily attached to the Quartermaster 
Corps. At the Presidio the Quarter- 
master Corps doesn’t do much of 
anything saving pay, feed, clothe, and 
otherwise keep in good humor all 
that section of Uncle Sam's army sta- 
tioned there. The Quartermaster 
Corps works eighteen hours a day 
oak ae the balance of the time to 
tself. 

When somewhat younger than at 
present—and Capt. Morris cannot be 
accused of being an aged person— 
the Sixth Infantry officer was sta- 
tioned with his company in some in- 
accessible Moro town. Morris thought 
that if the Moros of his district could 
become interested in some sporting 
stunt outside of head hunting the 
United States insurance com 
mortality tables could readily be re- 
adjusted so far as soldiers were con- 
cerned, so he encouraged his men 
to teach the Moros baseball. When 
® man is playing baseball he ts not 
chopping off heads, and Capt. Morris 
appreciated this fact. 

Two baseball teams were organized 
—a Moro team and a team from Mor- 
ris’s company-—and one day the first 
game of the series was to be pulled 
off. The question of the umpire was 
the great one of the moment, and 
after much discussion a native Moro 
was selected to pass upon the fine 
points of the game. 

In Filipine “umpire” its properly 
expressed as “makifula,” and when 
Capt. Morris arrived on the scene of 
the proposed ball game the Moro 
who was to be umpire approached 


Capt. Morris looked at the native 
umpire without in the slightest un- 
derstanding what he was driving at 
“I'm glad you are a ‘makifula,’ he 
remarked, but please me 
what the word means.” 

“Means makifula of Americana,” 
replied the Moro. “Me learn Ameri- 
can language fast.”

Christians Have to Be Guarded, 
Sometimes by Two Sentries, or the 
Moros Will Kill Them on Sight, 
Even in the Pdblic Market Places. 
Make Stealing a Fine Art. 


Star:} On the little 
Island of Jolo, which is one of the 
Moro group of the Philippines, is to 
be found a delicious fruit called the 
marigosteen. When Queen Victoria 
was alive the Sultan of Jolo each year 
sent her a basket of the fruit, which 
he had gathered from his own gar- 
dens. Its origin is attributed to the 
prophet Mohammed, and the Moros 
tell a pretty romance of how the trees 
——e the fruit happened te be 
Planted on Jolo.

States soldiers have 
fighting the savage Moros. The Moros 
are among the most dangerous of all 
the tribes In the Philippines. Hun- 
dreds of Spanish soldiers were slaugh- 
tered by them the United 
States took possession of the islands, 
and there never has been a time since 
our soldiers frst landed upon the 
island that it has been safe for a Chris- 
to live among them. The Moros 
must not be confused with the Fill- 
Pinos, for they are just as different 
as the Japanese and Chinese. Physi- 
¢ally the Moro is superior to the 
Filipino. The Filipino is a Christian, 
while all Moros are Mohammedans. 
The Moro is warlike, and the tradi- 
tions of his religion constitute one of 
the greatest drawbacks to his ever 
becoming civilized. 


POLYGAMY I8 PRACTICED. 

With the Moro his religion comes 
before all else. If he is a man in the 
ordinary station of life, he can have 
three wives. It is his sacred duty to 
class all Christians upon the same 
equal as the dogs that infest his vil- 
lage. When the reports of the bat- 
ties between the Moros and the United 
States soldiers are published in the 
newspapers there are few who read 
them that realize what a savage the 
Moro really is, and to what untold 
dang rs the American soldiers are ex- 

To say the Moro is a savage 
is putting it mildly, and, as said be- 
fore, his religion is at the bottom of 
all the trouble he creates. 

The Moros captured many- rifies 
from the Spaniards during their pos- 
session of the Philippines, and ever 
since the United States has been in 
control of the islands the American 
authorities have been trying to get the 
arms from them. A Moro is a dan- 
erous man with or without a rifle 
The principal weapons of the Moros 
are the kries and the barong, which 
are murderous knives. To decapitate 
& man with one stroke is no great 
feat for a Moro warrior. They love 
to close In with the enemy, and their 
weapons are all adapted to hand-to- 
hand fighting. Just at present the 
United States soldiers are engaged in 
disarming the Moros, and the battles 
that have recently been fought have 
been brought about by the Moros re- 
fusing to give up their arma. ° 
Moros manufacture their knives, and 
as a rule make them from old files 
and wagon tires. Occasionally some 
fanatic becomes a juramentado and 
takes a religious vow to devote his 
life to the extinction of as many Chris- 
tlans as possible, assured by the Mo- 
hammedan priests that if he dies in 
the act of taking the life of a Chris- 
tian, all the joys of the other world 
will be his. Very often Moros be- 
come juramentados to atone for some 
fancied grievance. When one makes 
up his mind to this end he usually 
visits a Mohammedan priest and pre- 
pares himself for several days. He 
prays, bathes and dresses himself in 
his best clothing, with a barong or 
some other murderous knife, con- 
cealed about his perenne. Quietly he 
goes to a crowdéd market place or 
some other locality where he is apt 
to find a number of Christians. With- 
out warning the juramentado wil! 
draw his knife and start into kill 
every Christian in sight. Juramenta- 
dos have been known to charge com- 
panies of soldiers while at drill. They 
seem to possess untold vitality, and 
when shot through and through, wil! 
succeed in killing some person before 
they are killed themselves. 

THE WOMEN DO THE WORK. 

Among the Moros the women do 
the work. Slavery is supposed not to 
exist, but it is known to prevail to 
some extent. Stealing with the Moros 
is. a fine art, and they only tell the 

uth when there is anything to be 
gained by it. 

The Moro tribes are scattered over 
the islands of Mindanao, Basilan, Jolo 
and a number of small isiands belong- 
ing to the Moro group in the Sulu 
Sea. Zamboangoa ia the principal city 
on the Island of Mindanao. The first 
Spanish fort was built there. During 
the occupation of the Spaniards in 
the Philippines many of the soldiers 
who fought against the Moros were 
Filipinos sentenced to terms in the 
army for crimes and political offenses. 

The city of Jolo, which is on the 
Island of Jolo, is a lie@ city. All 
gates leading to the city are guarded 
by soldiers, dnd every Moro . its 
searched for arma before he enters. 
No white man’s life is ever safe 
among the Moros. 

There have been a number of white 
men who have embraced the Moham- 
medan religion among the Moros, but 
they have always been looked upon 
with suspicion, and as a rule have 
heen treated as spies. Not very many 
years ago an American soldier se- 
cured his discharge from the army 
while stationed at the city of Jolo. 
He learned the Moro dialect and was 
a teacher In a small school near the 
city. He was a frequent visitor at 
the home of the Sultan. He became 
a Mohammedan and lived alone with 
the Moros, teaching his school un- 
molested for a time. One night the 
Moros tried to burn what is known as 
the Chinese pler in Jolo. The Amert- 
can school teacher happened by acci- 
dent to witness the attack and recog- 
nized a number of the Moros who 
took part in it. Nothing happened 
for a time and he was not molested. 
He often boasted In the city of Jolo 
that he had become a Mohammedan, 
and that his life was safe; but his 
friends warned him and told him that 
sooner or later he would regret what 
he had done. One day, after he had 
closed his school, he wert to visit 
the Sultan. He remained as the Sul- 
tan’s guest for several days. Early 
ene morning he started for his school, 
which was several miles distant. He 


was mounted on a aative pony. To- 


wards the middle of the day a de 
tachment of soldiers passed a the 
road near his school and found bis 
body lying on the road. His skull hag 
been split in two with a barong. Just 
how it happened no one knows. Sus 
it is safe to say that his witnessing 
the attack on the Chinese pier placed, 
him in suspicion, and it was thought 
safer to have him dead than aliy¢. 

Many years ago a ship was wrecked 
on the Island of Jolo. A Germa® wae 
saved from the wreck and cared for 
by the Moros. He became a Moham-, 
medan, and when he died left chil+ 
dren. Through marriage they have 
become part of the household of tig 
Sultan. They profess great friends 
ship for Americans, and one of tie 
two brothers now living in Jolo is ar 
interpreter for one of the civil coutta 
there. American army officers have 
never expressed very decided opinions 
about the brothers, but it is a well- 
known fact that no Mohammed 
could be loyal both to Christians 
his own people at the same heat 
Their sincerity is accepted with 
criticism, but at the same time the 
information furnished by them 
carefully investigated before any 
action is taken by the military of 
civil authorities. 
For many years the United States 
government, through the army officers 
stationed in the Moros’ country, have 
been collecting the history of the tar 
tives. Velumes could be written about 
them, but what the people in this 
country should know are the connate 
which the American soldier has 
face. 

On the Island of Jolo and in many 
parts of the Moros’ country, double 
sentries are required to guard 
white people. One sentry carries’ a 
rifle, and is followed several yards ber 
hind by another, with a shotgun load} 
ed with buckshot. In broad daylight 
Moros have often hid in the 
grass for hours, awaiting-a chance 4a 
kill an American soldier. Others hav 
crept into the very squad rooms and 
killed them while they slept. 

Things may go along for a long 
time in a quiet manner, but when the 
opportunity offers Moros will kill 
Christians that they come in contadt 
with. Friendship as a rule is prod- 
fessed for some definite object. ont 

Filed away in the War Departmest 
are records of deeds of bravery per- 
formed by our soldiers while serving 
among the Moros. Men in the army 
are supposed to be brave, and when 
they perform acts that startle t 
world the War Department commen 
them in its ow way and treats th 
heroism as simple performance 
duty. From soldiers who have served 
among the Moros are heard gruesome 
stories of the cruelty practiced ty 
their fdes’ But when reports are re- 
ceived of battles in which our soldier? 
have taken part there are many pet 
sons in the United States who criticig 
the War Department and call the 
American officers and soldiers. cruét 
for doing their duty. ~~ 

Not many years ago an Americéfi, 
army officer visited a market place just 
outside of the walled city of Jolo. He 
was disobeying orders, for he was uff” 
armed. The orders were that no 
ficer or soldier should leave the cit& 
of Jolo unless he was armed. The 
officer had not been in the crowdéff 
market place many minutes before @ 
Moro rushed at him with a murder- 
ous-looking knife. The knife 
swung over the officer’s head in circles 
but he did not move. If he had shown 
fear he would have been instantly 
killed. "He was smoking a cigarette 
the time. He stood erect and smile 
at the Moro, who with lightnink swift- 
ness swung the knife, that was fully 
three feet long, around his head and 
body in circles. The coolness 
bravery of the officer won the admi 
tion of the savage, and he quietly let 
his knife drop and walked away: Out* 
side of the soldiers and officers sta- 
tioned at Jolo, no one ever heard of 
this brave act. pri

AN ICEBERG INDICATOR. 
Thermometer Establishes Electric 
Contacts as Soon as the Tempera- 


ture Indicates Presence of Ice. 


[London Standard:] Until this year 
our huge steamships were using just 
the same methods for iceberg detec- 
tion as were practiced a century ago. 
In spite of the great increase in 
speed, the primitive business of tak- 
ing temperature readings from buck- 
ets of water hauled up the ship’s side 
continued. 

The Titanic disaster has opened a 
new era. The ship of the future will 
be as fully equipped. with accident- 
preventing appliances as with those 
for life-saving. 

Already the captain’s “bridge” is 
being transformed into a high-class 
instrument room. In a short while 
it promises to resemble a_  well- 
stocked physical laboratory, and 
prominently among the instruments 
there will undoubtedly figure the 
frigidometer, the instrument which 
proved its utility on the Mauretania 
by giving warning of an iceberg float- 
ing at a distance of fifteen miles away. 

It is the invention of a Scotch engi- 
neer named McNab. 

Icebergs are always surrounded by 
a zone of cold water. Owtng to the 
fact that seven-eighths of an iceberg 
is beneath the water this sone of low 
temperature is surprisingly extensive. 

Hitherto tt has been the practice 
when steaming in doubtful waters to 
take the temperature of repeated sam- 
ples of sea water and watch carefully 
for any pronounced drop in the mer- 
cury of the thermometer. The difi- 
culty with the old and crude method 
has been that the temperature of the 
water on the Immediate surface of 
the sea is no index to the tempera- 
ture a few feet beneath. 

The new iceberg detector has two 
“nerve” centers In the shape of ther- 
mometers, one placed high on ‘the 
foremast and the other built low in 
the keel at a point well forward. 

As the temperature falis degree by 
degree the mercury in the thermome- 
ter establishes a series of contacts 
which, in turn, transmit electric ceur- 
rents to a segmented indicator on the 
captain's bridge. A loud sourding 
alarm also is connected with the in- 
dicator. 

Upon a steamer with this equipment 
entering an ice-infested district, and 
the alarm sounding, the observer on 
the bridge moves two levers around 
the face of the indicator until the 
alarm ceases to sound. The position 
of the levers then shows the air and 
water temperatures. 

The moment either of these tem- 
peratures falle further the alarm 
again comes.into action and ts again 
only checked by a readjustment of 
the dial levers. If, owing to a rapid 
fall, a series of adtustments is neces- 


utes, then icebergs are ahead. 

The navigator’s best plan is to re- 
turn the levers to the normal tem- 
perature positions and deflect the 
course of the vessel until the alarm 
once more censes. 

Uniess the levers of the indicator 
are constantly adtusted to the sec- 
the *« rings inces- 
santly.

The subject of Dr. J. Whitcomd 
Brougher’s sermon at the Temple 
Baptist Church last night was, “How 
to Be Happy Though Poor.” It was 
the first of a series of sermons on 
the “Beatitudes.”

“In our efforts to attain happiness 
we have reversed the essential prin- 
ciples by which that conditidn is at- 
tained. 

“To be poor in spirit does not sig- 
nify material poverty. Kk is true 
that. Luke omits the words ‘in spirit.’ 
and simply makes Christ say, ‘Blessed 
are ye poor, for yours is the king- 
dom of God.” But Lake also con- 
fines the expression to the digciples 
of Christ, which would mean, ‘Blessed 
are ye poor Christians.’ In the last 
analysis Matthew and Luke agree that 
Jesus said, ‘Blessed are the poor in 


spirit.’

then the absence of it cannot rob 


Piness, therefore, does not consist 
in seeking and gaining wealth, or in 
losing it and living on just the mere 
necessities of life. The rich are not 
blessed, the poor in material things 
are not blessed. To find the secret 
of happiness we must go, as Matthew 
said Jesus taught, tnto the spirit. 
“The poor in spirit are not those 
who merely depreciate their talents 
and. powers. God has given to every 
rational, normal human being at least 
Ohe talent. To most people he has 
given more than one. The man who 
falls to use either one or two or five 
talents because he retires into seclu- 
sion from a self-depreciating spirit, 
does not put himself in line for the 
happiness that comes with the king- 
dpm of God. Jesus Christ does not 
require a man to assume the atti- 
tude of apology for his existence. 
“He does not expect us to cringe 
like spaniel@ and walk on all-fours, 
when we ought to stand. erect like 
men and women made in the image 
of Almighty God. No man can es- 
cape the use of all his talents and 
powefs for his own highest good and 
the good of the world by a false hu- 
mility that leads him toe neglect his 
opportunities and duties, and then 
expect to receive the happiness that 
belongs to the kingdom of love and 
Service. 


“The poor in spirit are those who 
are conscious of their own moral and 
spiritual weakness. The ‘poor in 
spirit are those who have made a just 
estimate of their spiritual poverty and 
their great need of spifitual power. 
The poor in spirit are those who have 
emptied themselves of all false esti- 
mates of their own self-sufficiency. 
“To possess the kingdom of God 
not only means to possess Christ, 
but it means to know his laws.

Prophecy concerning His coming 


glory shall be as accurately fulfilled, 


for we have not followed cunningly 
devised fables, but the facts of an 


eternal purpose! 


“Human philosophy sheds no light 
in the present darkness. Human rea- 
son furmbles and feels about as for- 
merly, ever learning, but never com- 
ing to the knowledge of the truth. 
Human seers cannot see beyond the 
horizon of the immediate and human 
sayers are saying the same things 
their fathers have said.

The Ad Club members were the 
guests of the congregation and the 
auditorium held an assemblage such 
as it has known but few times in its 
history. Interest savoring of enthusi- 
asm——if the application may be per- 
mitted in describing a religious serv- 
ice—marked the gathering. 

Renfrew delivered the vital sermon | 
of the service. " 
“It should not seem strange that 
advertising men be called to conduct 
this service,” he said. “It were a far 
stranger thing if they were unable 
and unwilling to do so, and, indeed, 
a sad commentary on their profession 
~——f{or what is advertising but the her- 
aldry of righteousness, a proclamation 
of truth, 

“Recently the tenth annual conven- 
tion of advertising men at Baltimore 
was opened, when advertising men 
conducted the services in thirty of 
that city’s churches. 

“We thank God this evening that 
the advertising men of Los Angeles 
have been called here to take this 
stand in thelr own community. 

“We find a trade-mark in the Cross 
of Calvary. The cross, since the vision 
of Constantine the Great, has been 
the symbol of Christian living. The 
cross is the trade-mark of righteous- 
ness. It is no more coincidence that 
the Associated Advertising Clgbs of 
America should have emblazoned on 
their banner the immortal word— 
truth. 

“Pilate put the question to Christ: 
"What is truth?’ 

“A greater question was never asked 
For centuries men have racked thels 
brains with the question, but they 
have falled to solve it. Truth is the 
opposite of falsehood. To harbor and 
nurse falsehood is to trifie with God. 
Men have sought truth in philosophy 
and science, but they have found only 
its effectea. Truth is one of God's 
mighty principles and only as we 
square our actions by the rule of His 
word do we see the fruits of truth. 

“A study of symbols and signs is 
an interésting way of tracing history 
and judging peoples. A sign has ever 
been a means of guidance, ajl through 
history. It is not strange that they 
should be the trade-marks of com- 
mon commerce today. And it is not 
strange that the cross is His trade- 
mark.” 

Ernest Ingold, president of the Ad 
Club, delivered a terse response to 
Rev. Brougher’s word of welcome, the 
Ad Club quartette sang “Aloha,” R.

Horseless City Planned by 
Motor Truck Club. 


“Man’s Best Friend” to Give 
Way to the Auto. 


Big Show Planned to Teach 
Ways of Gasoline. 


To make Low Angeles a horseless 
city in 1918 and to celebrate the city’s 
lead as the fastest growing motor 
truck center in the United States the 
forty-odd motor truck dealers of the 
city are proposing a “Motor Truck 
week” tn November. Their plans, 
which were enthusiastically approved 
yesterday by more than a dozen truck 
dealers, are for = week's celebration 
by the motor truck interests, center- 
ing around a motor truck show and 
with contests and runs to Pomona, 
Pasadena, Riverside, Long Beach, 
Santa Monica and other places. 

Lectures to owners and drivers on 
economical use of trucks, motion pic- 
tures which will show new methods 
of utilizing motor wagons, non-stop 
and utility runs and other features 
will be combined to make a unique 
demonstration. Walter Hempel will 
manage the show and the Motor 
Truck Club will submit plans for the 
educational and practical features. W. 
F. Wood and M. 8S. Bulkley are a com- 
mittee to confer with the Motor Car 
Dealers’ Association to see that the 
truck show plans do nét conflict with 
any the association may have on hand 
this winter. 

, Hempel will lay the idea before 
all the truck dealers today and a gen- 
eral meeting nas been set for Wednes- 
day evenigg at Bulkley’s office at Main 
and Washington streets where reports 
will be submitted on the show and 
celebration possibilities. Truck shows 
have been held in New York and 
Chicago, bat Los Angeles will have 
the first celebration of this sort, and 
will see the inauguration of the first 
“horseless city” campaign in Ameri- 
ca. It will be the second in the world, 
as Berlin atreaay has one under way. 
“I beneve wos angeles will be the 
first horseless city in America,” said 
President Wsod of the Motor Truck 
Club, last meat. “Three years ago 
there were svvut fifty trucks in use 
here, and now there are more than 
2000. The city nas already adopted a 
pohey of substituting motor fire ap- 
paratus for horse-drawn and this is 
likewise the policy of many big pri- 
vate concerns.

GUSHER'S DEATH BENEFICIAL. 
Standard’s Big Well in Midway Ont 


Million Barrels. 

The death of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany’s great gusher on section 36, 
31-23, of the Midway field, will mean 
a marked reduction in the oil output 
of the State for this month, as the:e 
appears little hope of reviving the 
well for the present. It is believed 
that the casing in the well has col- 
lapsed, and rarely does great success 
attend redrilling in such a case. 
The big gusher ts estimated to have 
flowed nearly 500,000 barrels during 
three weeks, and averaged around 
16,000 barrels during the latter part 
of its productive period. On quite 1+ 
number of days the total output of 
the Standard Company in ths 
State was in excess of 50,000, and the 
pipe lines from Midway district to 
San Francisco were taxed to their ca- 
pacity. The demands made upon the 
big company’s facilities were so great 
that the preparations were beitne made 
to suspend new development work 
in Midway. Whether or not the death 
of the gusher will result in a change 
of plans is problematical. However. 
the belief ts that the Standari has 
enough of] for a while.

Notable Soloists Sing the 
“Requiem Mass.” 


Proceeds of Concert to Go for 
Memorial Tablet.

Yesterday was generally set aside 
for the celebration of Verdi's cen- 
tenary, throughout thé musica) world. 
‘In every great city the praises of 
that gentle and prolific genius were 
sung by the most eminent artists ec- 
companied by the best orchestras. A 
more fitting celebration of the one 
hundredth anniversary of the com- 
poser’s birth could not be better de- 
vised than the production of selec- 
tions from his work. 

Giuseppe Verdi's biography has 
been commented upon for months 
The general outline of his long and 
busy life is well Bnown and easy to 
remember for the existence of the 
humble innkeeper’s son of Roncolo is 
an uneventful record of continuous 
and brilliant work for more than sixty 
years. 

His “Oberto di San Bontfazio” in- 
troduced him to the musical world. 


grand opera, 

his original recognition in 1844, the 
of nis “Paistaff” in 1893 rep- 
resents the culmination of the 80-year- 
old composer’s efforts. It is the unique 
achievement of this great musi- 
clan who for half a century remained 
always at the head of Italian music, 
growing with every new impulse of 
esthetic development. 

Gentle and tender yet possessed of 
a fine dramatic gift and a love for 
talking melodies, Verdi is as popular 
as ever with musicians for his fare 
technique, his brilliant and colorful 
composition; he also retains a hold on 
the people by the simplicity of his 
melody. Verdi has done more for 
the general development of musical 
appreciation than any other man. 

“Rigoletto,” “Il Trovatore,” “La 
Traviata” and “Aida” are his best 
known works, the keystone of the 
Italian repertoire. “Otello” and “Fal- 
staff’ are probably better operas, be- 
cause the librett] are prepared with 
more skill; they are unfortunately 
very elaborate in scenic effects and 
costuming; which prevents their fre- 
quent production. 

In the recollections of Fra Pietro 
Seletti, canon of the cathedral of Bus- 
setto, is related a curious incident 
showing how the lite of genius is often 
guided by events, which not especial- 
ly important at frst, es a 


career. 

Verdi was studious and a great 
Latin scholar from his earliest years. 
Being poor, and without profession, 
well versed in classical studies, his 
preceptor had almost decided im to 
enter the holy orders. One Su day 
morning, the regular organist of the 
cathedral did not appear, young Ver- 
di had the chance to play as his sub- 
stitute. His performance made « 
deep impression, but Selett! asked 
him in astonishment, after the mass, 
whose music he had played. “It was 
mine,” replied the boy, “I followea 
my own inspiration.” “Follow it al- 
ways, my son,” replied the good 
canon, “I will no longer advise you 
to drop it.” 

This incident determined the career 
of the great and lovapdie genius, hon- 
ored yesterday the world over. 

Our own celebration centered 
around the concert of the People’s 
Orchestra at the Auditorium. 

The iargest audience that ever at- 
tended a Sunday concert, filled every 
seat of the great auditorium, an in- 
spiring demonstration in honor ‘of 
Giuseppe Verdi. The programme, pre- 
pared by Maestro Lebegott, was in 
every way worthy of the occasion and 
representative of three phases of hig 
immortal countryman's genius. 

The overture of “Forza del Destino” 
was the first number and was well 
given. Fred G. Ellis sang in an ex- 
quisite manner the celebrated “Credo” 
from “Otello,” with orchestral accom- 
paniment. He was obliged to sing it 
again as an encore, demanded by the 
enthusiastic audience. Inepired by 
the welcome he received Mr. Bilis 
sang the “Credo” with greater fervor, 
more surely the second time. 

March from “Aida” was the orches- 
tral number that seemed to please 
more than any other, possibly be- 
cause it was given with eight Egyptian 
trumpets, assisted by a full orchestra 
of sixty pieces. 

This number also had to be re- 
peated before the audience declared 
itself satisfied. 

The last number was the famous 
“Requiem Mass,” where all his deep 
religious feeling and belief combined 
with his love for a departed friend 
was expressed by the master. 

It was for the first time that this 
composition was given in Los Angeles. 
Instead of the Latin chant that ac- 
companies the original, an excellent 
translation by C. L. Kenney wae given 
by Mrs. Bertha Winslow Vaughn, 
soprano; Mrs. L. J. Selby, contralto; 
Roland Paul, tenor, and Fred C. Me- 
Pherson, bass. 

The “Requiem Mass” was given in 
its entirety: “Grant Them and Kyrte,” 
“Day of Anger,” in nine parts, “Oh! 
Lord God,” “Holy,” “Lamb of God,” 
Eternal,” “Lord, Deliver My 

ul.” 
For weeks the People’s Chorus and 
the soloists have been rehearsing this 
long and difficult composition. The 
result was in every way notable for 
excellent interpretation by the well- 
trained chorus and the four goloista, 
as could be expevted from such ar- 
tists as Mmes. Vaughn and Selby, and 
Roland Paul. Mr. McPherson is a 
new recruit of much promise with 
good technique and a strong and well- 
trained voice. 
The most impressive number was, 
possibly, the “Light Bternal,.” which 
deeply touched the audience by its 
message on the anniversary of Verdi: 
“Light eternal shine down upon them 
Lord 

As on Thy blessed saints now and 
forever: 

For that Thou art good: Thou art 


O Lord, grant them rest eternal.” 

This great fete, so artistic and yet 
simple, was worthy of Gtuseppe 
Verdi, who remained throughout his 
long life sweet, simple, helpful and 
lovable. The proceeds of this concert 
will be used as a nucleus for erecting 
in. one of our parks a tablet in mem- 
ory of the great composer's centenary. 

The programme will be repeated 
next Sunday afternoon.

Grow Plants by Electricity. 

[New Orleans Times Democrat: ] 
Though reports of success in electric- 
ally stimulating plants continue to be 
made, commercial results seem to be 
as far off ag ever. Careful and per- 
sistent experiments have been made 
with a very simple method by Batay 
at Antwerp, and his claim is that dur- 
ing a number of years his garden has 
shown double and quadrupie yields of 
seliuce, strawberries and other prod- 
ucts. The gain is attributed entirely 
to electricity collected from the at- 
mosphere, and conducted to the soil, 
no electric generator being employed. 
The experimenter uses simply ground 
metallic rods with unoxidizable points, 
and sets upright as many of these as 
may be necessary, pushing them into 
the soll to the depth of the roow. The 
assumption is that eacn rod collects 
atmospheric electricity from a circle 
having a radius equal to the rod’s 
height.

FOUND IN WILLS.

Used Hair Brush and Corn Razor 
Are Made Formal Bequests and a 
Widow Gets Husband’s Bath Robe 
Because She Had Previously Shown

Her Liking for It. 
[New York Sun:] When they 
opened the will of Mise Mathilda 


Tommet in Milwaukee the other day 
they found that one of her bequests 
was a pair of old shoestrings given to 
a woman relative with whom she had 
been on friendly terms for many 
years. There did not appear to be 
any sarcasm or ill feeling connected 
with the legacy, and judged by the 
common-sense way in which the re- 
mainder of her property was bestowed 
there did not seem to be ground for 
the suspicion that the decedent was 
not tn her right mind. 

The cases are numberless In which 
odd things have been bequeathed and 
countiess have been the contests to 
break wills that contain provisions 
along lines similar ‘to that of Miss 
Tommet'’s wi'l. In New Orleans there 
died not long ago a wealthy old man 
noted for his shrewdnes« in business 
deals. One of the bequests of his 
very long will was a hair brush that 
he had used for many years. 

This brush he gave to a nephew, 
Samuel Tiompson Finnerty-—who 
had been named after the old man 
—with the proviso, however, that the 
brush should be kept in the Finnerty 
family vault one month out of 
twelve and in a mahogany box con- 
taining an electric belt that the de- 
cedent had worn for many years. 
The acceptance of the brush, condi- 
tional on carrying out the old man’s 
wishes, meant that the nephew was 
to inherit and enjoy two-thirds of 
the estate. The rest of the will was 
sound and tight in every respect, ac- 
cording to the lawyers. 

Margaret Ann Epping of San 
Francisco left $5000 each to ten of 
her nephews about six years ago, but 
this was the condition: Her tomb- 
stone was to be replaced every two 
years with a new one on which each 
nephew in turn “should cause to be 
chisied an appropriate virse setting 
forth his love and affection.” As the 
bequests were in the shape of annu- 
ities from a bulk fund the nephews 
in order to draw upon the fund for 
their income had to comply with the 
demands of the decedent. 

One n w sted and was beaten. 
Although whder the terms of the will 
he was to forfeit his share for con- 
testing, the will was so construed and 
interpreted that he still received his 
annuity. but subject to the new 

bstone conditions. 

Jabez Hollister of Montreal, left his 
two sons the use of a corn razor that 
he—a cutler—had specially ground 
and fixed up for chiropedic use. “For 
the sake of their he@ith and the risk 
they ran from blood poisoning if oth- 
er corn cutters were used,” the sons 
were admonished to use no other cut- 
ter, and a cash amount was to be for- 
feited tf they disobeyed. One son, 
after he had recovered from the 
shock of his father’s death, laughingly 
told the lawyers that he had never 
had a corn in his life. But the lawyers 
insisted that his father was likely to 
have known whether he had or not.

The 
decedent was called the Mark Twain 
of his neighborhood in Louisville. 

There is one actual case on record 
of a bequest of artificial teeth. But 
as it was so long ago the legal!

in mind the sale of the teeth to the 
dentists of the time so that cash 
might be realized. Many cases afe 
narrated of women bequeathing their 
hair to their heirs to be converted 
into money.

Admiralty Preparing Fleet 
for Island's Defense. 


Thought Confederate Bills to 
Be of Value.

Pauperism in Great Britain Is 
Decreasing. 

[Special Correspondence of The Times.) 

LONDON, Sept. 27.—Slow to take 
up the aeroplane and airship as a 
weapon of defense and offense, the 
British Admiralty is now making up 
for lost time. In addition to buy- 
ing, building and experimenting with 
every kind of air craft, it ts today con- 
structing a network of naval and mil- 
itary air stations around the coast. 

As in all matters of national de- 
fense the northeast coast, where Ger- 
many would be expected to strike in 
case of war, is receiving first attention 
and already the east coast of Scot- 
land, whence the approach of a hos 
tile fleet from across the North Sea 
sould best be observed, is fully 
equipped. A station has just been 
completed at Dundee, which helps to 
bridge the space between the twin sta- 
tion on the Forth and that at Ft. 
George on the Moray Firth. Other 
stations have beeu completed or are 
in course of construction at Stone- 
haven, Montrose and Scapa Flow, and 
these will be linked by one or two 
more in between them. 

At the present time three British 
aeroplane factories are turning out 
machines for tae admiralty, while ma- 
terial for machines put together at 
the stations is purchased from French 
firms. Those in close touch with the 
work say marvelous progress is be- 
ing made, and that England will very 
evon have a formidable aerial fleet. 

er an examination by X-rays 
and” otherwise of the hearts of 25° 
athletes and 300 students Dr. Bender 
of Budapest would discard the term 
“sport heart’ as used on the conti- 
nent for cardiac dilation in athletes. 

His examinations were confined to 
defining the outlines of the heart. He 
found that of those persons who had 
been taking part in athietic sports 
and active bodily exercise for a year 
or two the majority manifested some 
dilation of the heart, which, however, 
did not at all interfere with their 
health. He was inclined to regard 
such dilation as a semi-physiological 
condition with those who are habitu- 
ated to athletic sports and exercises. 
His conclusion is that such exercises, 
even when decidedly energetic, are not 
injurious because the vascular sys- 
tem and the cardiac action gradually 
adapt themselves w the slight dilation. 

Neither does arterio-sclerosis occur 
in a greater percentage in athletes 
than among other persons. Of course 
the conclusions apply to normal! and 
healthy subjects and not to those who 
are addicted to any excesses or over- 
indulgence in alcohol or tobacco. 

Evidence frequently crops up that 
the Confederate bills that came to 
England during and after the Civil 
War are far from exhausted, but it 
is seldom that anyone is asked to 
cash $5000 worth of them.

It Is 
very seldom, however, that this old 
money turns up in such large amounts 
as $5000 at a time. 


PAUPERISM DECREASING. 


Thanks to the present industrial 
Prosperity and old age pensions, pau- 
periem is at a lower ebb in Great 
Britain today than it has been for 
some years past. Early this year the 
total number of paupers in England 
and Wales was under 800,000, as com- 
pared with 960,000 four years ago. 

e number of paupers per thousand 
of the population, which was 27 four 
years ago, is now less than 22. 

J. Herbert Lewis, Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Local Government 
Board, who gave these figures in his 
presidential address to the Poor Law 
Conference, said there were many in- 
fluences which had brought about the 
reduction, but he gave first place to 
old age pensions, which had reduced 
old-age pauperism among the outdoor 
poor to & Very small figure. 

One of the great aims at present 
was that children should be removed 
from the poorhouses. Already some- 
thing has been done in this direc- 
tion, and in England and Wales for 
every two children in these institu- 
tions there were about five children 
receiving relief from the municipality 
while boarded out in families.

Steel Corporation Will be Dropped 

at Request of Employces. 

{New York Commercial:] A-~Con- 
gressional representative from New 
York, Jefferson M. Levy, has offered a 
resolution discontinuing the suit to 
dissolve the United States Steel Cor- 
poration, which has been referred to 
the House Committee on Judiciary. 
The preamble to the resolution sets 
forth a clean bill of health for the 
corporation which? has stabilized the 
steel industry in this country, built 
up a foreign trade of great propor- 
tions, given employment to hundreds 
of thousands and contributed other- 
wise in great part to the 


hes not been stifled or even held 
down tindicated by the steady 
growth of independents, all of whom 
have prospered just in proportion as 
they have shown judgment and busi- 
ness ability in the conduct of their 
operations. 

The Steel Corporation's employees 
to the number of almost 200,000, sent 
to Washington a petition urging the 
discontinuance of the suit. Of 34,000 
employees of one subsidiary, 30,000 
signed the petition—not under duress 
or by suggestion, but as private indi- 
viduals exercising thei rfree agencies. 
The corporation does not use ita men 
as pawns or serfs, they are free to join 
or not the labor unions which have 
striven so successfully for a foothold 
among the working forces of the steel 
maker. Satisfied, well paid, humanely 
treated employees do not enthuse at 
the prospect of joining a union and 
paying over part of their wages as 
tribute to the leaders of the labor 
“movement,” to be used in fostering 
strikes and the spirit of discontent. 
Therefore, they has passed by on the 
other side of the street when the union 
agitator would have lured them into 
his little side show. It is these con- 
tented workmen who have refused-— 
even within the past year——to be con- 
vinced that they are downtrodden and 
suffer woeful things, who now are 
petitioning Congress to order the dis- 
continuance of the suit.
